Cathedral cake bakers’ charity recipe 


ELY’S derelict magis¬ 
trates’ court could be 
turned into a live music 
and arts venue as plans 
are drawn up for the 
most ambitious project 
for the building to date. 

Councillors and organ¬ 
isations have been in talks 
about how the Grade II listed 
building in Lynn Road could be 
used ever since it was closed 
last March. 

Ideas have included turning 
it into a museum or offices for 
the City of Ely Council. 

But on Tuesday, interested 
parties, including East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
the City of Ely Council and the 
Ely Society, heard about the 
new proposals. 

Friends Luke Smith and 
Ashley Hammersley, both 18 
and from Ely, have recently 
formed Youth Locker, an 
innovative group designed to 
bring together and showcase 
the talents of local youth. 

Luke, a former Ely College 
student, and Ashley, who is 
studying at the college’s sixth- 
form, believe the empty 
building should be turned into 
a live music and arts venue 
venue, similar to The Junction 
or the Corn Exchange in 
Cambridge. 

They say local people and 
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organisations could stage 
performances, gigs, exhi¬ 
bitions, theatre productions 
and workshops. 

Luke said: “It could be 
somewhere where people 
could really see what local 
talent we have. The oppor¬ 
tunities are endless and Ely is 
desperate for somewhere like 
this. 

“The building’s heritage 
would be preserved all the way 
but there is a way of making 
this building a real part of the 
community instead of turning 
it into something boring, 
which really doesn’t make the 
most of it.” 

The pair have drawn up 
detailed plans and have 
discussed those with the court¬ 
house’s interested parties, who 
are now planning to form a 
trust to manage future 
development of the building. 

Kevin Evans, chairman of the 
Ely Society, described the plans 
as “exciting” but said there are 
a lot of complications to over¬ 
come, such as the running 
costs of the building.

Ex-nurse is 
rapped over 
sheets gift 


A FORMER nurse 
who gave a patient 
second-hand bed 
sheets as a gift and 
gave a mother 
homeopathic drugs 
for her baby in 
exchange for 
money has been 
suspended. 

Maria Elena Garner 
was working for the Ely 
Health Visiting Team 
between March and 
June 2008 when she 
gave a patient the 
sheets as a present. 

Garner, who had been 
in the profession since 
1968, also failed to make 
a record of the visit with 
the bed sheets and 
failed to make a note of 
conversations with the 
patient in relation to 
scars on her arm. 


On or around August 
21, 2007, while working 
at the Horsefair Clinic in 
Wisbech, she also gave a 
mother homeopathic 
drugs for her baby in 
exchange for money. 

Garner told a 
colleague that because 
the mother had “finan¬ 
cial difficulties” she 
could get the drugs for 
£4.50 from her rather 
than £7.50 at the 
chemist. 

Garner was the 
subject of a Nursing and 
Midwifery Council’s 
Conduct and Com¬ 
petence Committee, but 
she failed to attend 
because she said she 
had retired from 
nursing in 2009 that the 
hearing was a “waste of 
time and money”. 

She said: “I retired in 
March 2009 and have no 
intention of returning to 


any medical/nursing 
occupation. I have not 
renewed my NMC 
registration and feel the 
whole proceed [sic] is a 
waste of everyone’s time 
and money.” 

But in her absence, 
the panel concluded 
that Garner had “acted 
so as to put a patient at 
unwarranted risk of 
harm, had brought the 
profession into 

disrepute and had 
breached one of the 
fundamental tenets of 
the profession, namely, 
putting patients first.” 

Garner has 28 days to 
appeal the ruling. 

The panel suspended 
Garner from nursing for 
12 months and also 
imposed an interim 
suspension order of 18 
months - in order to 
allow for any appeal 
process. 


Sex offender in 
court again 

A MAN convicted of sexual 
activity with a 13-year-old girl 
four years ago has been 
sentenced for failing to sign the 
sex offenders’ register. 

Darren Minett, of Cherry 
Orchard, Haddenham, did not 
comply with the order because 
he “absolutely loathes and 
detests” having his name on 
the register, his lawyer told 
Cambridge magistrates. 

The 25-year-old was convicted 
of sexual activity with a child 
aged 13 in 2008, when he was 
20, given a one-year prison 
sentence suspended for two 
years and told to sign the 
sexual offenders register for 10 
years. 

Last week he admitted failing 
to comply with the notification 
requirements of the register on 
October 9. 

Magistrates made him subject 
to a curfew between 8pm and 
6am for four months and told 
him to pay £85 costs. 

Inquest opens 
into man’s death 

AN inquest has been opened 
after a lorry driver was found 
dead at Turners Haulage yard 
in Soham on October 31. 

Gary Cund, 44, from Studley 
in Warwickshire, died as a 
result of a ligature around his 
neck. 

Emergency services attended 
the scene but Mr Cund, who 
did not work for Turners, was 
pronounced dead.

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Father and daughter admit pub attack 


A FATHER and daughter have 
been banned from one of their 
local pubs after they attacked 
another customer. 

James Ryan, 50, and his 18- 
year-old daughter, Annie, had 
been drinking in the Hereward 
pub in Ely when they 
assaulted bricklayer Jay 
Rogers. 

Mr Rogers, 35, had drink 
poured over him before being 
pulled over the back of a seat 
and hit over the head. 

Ryan and Ms Ryan, of St 
Johns Road, Ely, appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court last 
Friday and were banned from 


the pub for two years. 

Ryan pleaded guilty to 
causing Mr Rogers actual 
bodily harm in the attack on 
February 26 and was given a 
six-month prison sentence, 
suspended for 18 months. He 
was also ordered to complete 
180 hours’ unpaid work, pay 
£550 costs and to give Mr 
Rogers £250 compensation. 

Ms Ryan admitted a charge 
of common assault on Mr 
Rogers and was given an 18- 
month community order with 
18 months’ supervision. 

James Earle, prosecuting, 
told the court that Mr Rogers 


was a friend of the Ryans’ 
friend, Lynn Paling, and that a 
row broke out after Ryan said 
“Lynn could do better than 
him” about Mr Rogers. 

The victim was sitting on a 
half-circular seat inside the 
pub when he felt a drink 
poured over his head from 
behind. 

Mr Earle said Mr Rogers was 
then grabbed and pulled over 
the back of the seat by the 
father and daughter, and that 
Ryan punched him and hit 
him on the side of his head 
with a glass, which shattered. 

Judge Nicholas Coleman 


heard that Mr Rogers bled 
heavily from his face and that 
his injuries had to be glued at 
hospital. 

Azza Brown, mitigating for 
Ms Ryan, said that she 
suffered from a social anxiety 
disorder which caused her to 
“overestimate fear and 
threats”, and that she over¬ 
reacted when she had been 
drinking. 

Ryan was also banned from 
contacting Mr Rogers for two 
years and both defendants 
were ordered to pay him £58 
compensation for his blood¬ 
stained clothes and shoes.

Eco-business park bid 
goes before planners 



MULTI-million pound 
plans to build a new 
eco-friendly business 
park in Littleport have 
now been submitted. 

Local businessman Jona¬ 
than James, of James Graven 
Ltd, has applied for planning 
permission to build a state-of- 
the-art business park on the 
outskirts of the village. 

The plan is to build on three 
acres of land at the rear of Mr 
James’s BP service station in 
Wisbech Road. 

The £2.5 million site would 
boast 14 business units, five 
large and nine small, 119 car 
parking spaces and 132 cycle 
spaces. 

Mr James also wants the 
business park to be 
groundbreaking in how eco- 
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friendly it is, with all units 
boasting the latest low-carbon 
features, including solar 
panels, as well as the site 
boasting a wild flower 
meadow, wild bird boxes and 
even bee hives. 

He said: “I’ve been working 
on these plans for around two 
years now and it’s great to 
finally be able to apply for 
planning permission. 

“There really is nothing like 
this in the area. It is truly 
groundbreaking and quite 
stunning. 

“Whereas most developers 
draw up their plans and then 
squeeze in a few eco-friendly 
features, I did things the 


opposite way round and 
focused on the low-carbon 
features first. 

“All the units will be totally 
eco-friendly and we even plan 
to have a wildflower meadow 
and bee hives on the park - it 
really will put Littleport on the 
map.” 

The development would be 
built in phases, with mixed 
sizes of business units to cater 
for varying sizes of companies. 

Mr James believes the new 
business park could eventually 
create around 400 new jobs. 

In a statement to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, Mr James’ agent said 
the business park would have 
a “campus” style appearance. 

They said: “The site has 
been identified within the 
Littleport Masterplan as an 


area for employment develop¬ 
ment. 

“Well connected and close 
to the A10, the presence of the 
neighbouring petrol filling 
station establishes this 
employment outlook and 
forms design cues to 
appropriate scale and size of 
adjacent future development. 

“The site’s historically 
vacant nature presents an 
opportunity to establish an 
interesting and innovative 
new development freed up 
from the presence of previous 
styles or uses.” 

The final decision lies with 
planners at the district 
council. 

Mr James says he has been 
in discussion with nearby 
residents and Littleport Parish 
Council about the plans. 


Concern as ‘vulnerable’ woman goes missing 


A VULNERABLE woman has gone 
missing in Ely. 

Police have launched a search for the 
woman, who is said to be in her 40s 
and has gone missing from the city 
centre area. 

She was reported missing from her 


home on Monday. 

The police helicopter was sent out 
just after 2pm on Tuesday and at 
4.20pm the woman had still not been 
found. 

Police are also searching for the 
woman on foot. 


A police spokesman said: “We are 
currently looking for a woman who was 
reported missing from her home 
yesterday. 

“We have concerns for her welfare 
and are carrying out a range of 
enquiries in the area.” 


Affordable homes scheme is 
granted, despite opposition 


CONTENTIOUS plans to build 
eight new affordable homes in 
Stretham have been approved, 
despite pleas from residents 
and councillors to refuse the 
proposals for land at the rear of 
7B Wilburton Road. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee 
heard the council had received 
nine letters of objection from 
residents, and that Stretham 
Parish Council was against the 
plans. 

Numerous concerns were 
raised, including that the 
access to the development was 
unsuitable, that the scheme 
would have a detrimental 


effect on nearby residents and 
the conservation area, and that 
there were inadequate means 
of waste disposal from the site. 

Residents also insist that 
Wilburton Road is unsafe for 
motorists and pedestrians as it 
is, and that eight new homes 
would put the public at greater 
risk. 

However, the committee 
followed planning officer Ann 
Caffall’s recommendation and 
approved the application, with 
11 votes to two. 

Members heard how there 
are currently 14 families on the 
waiting list in Stretham alone.

Australia. 


Rare wildlife 
feel at home 


THE Fens are home to 25 per 
cent of Britain’s rarest 
wildlife, a report has 
revealed. 

The Fens Biodiversity Audit has 
been carried out by the University of 
East Anglia (UEA) and is the first 
complete assessment of the 
biodiversity of the Fens. 

It has also revealed that the Fens 
is home to 13 globally-rare species 
and a total of 13,474 species, from 
plants to insects, birds, fish and 
mammals. 

Researchers from UEA’s school of 
environmental science, the 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Environmental Records Centre and 
the Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire 
and Northamptonshire Wildlife 
Trust, spent 12 months studying 
more than 1 million records 
collected by scientists and dozens of 
amateur enthusiasts since 1670. 

They investigated a 3,800 square- 
kilometre area spanning the 
Fenlands of Cambridgeshire, 
Norfolk, Suffolk and Lincolnshire. 

The audit revealed that the Fens is 
of global importance as home to 13 
‘Global Red Data Book’ species 
including black-tailed godwits, 
otters, barbastelle bats, Desmoulin’s 
whorl snail, white-clawed crayfish, 
and the European eel. 
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Researchers also found 82 species 
which are special to the Fens - 
including 20 which are found 
virtually nowhere elsewhere in the 
UK. 

Chris Panter, from UEA’s school of 
environmental sciences, said: “We 
were really astonished by the 
incredible biodiversity and rare 
wildlife supported at just a few key 
sites within the large agricultural 
landscape. 

“Our study provides vital evidence 
to support current restoration to 
help secure this important 
biodiversity for the future. 

“Conservation management must 
be based on sound evidence, and 
this study gives an understanding of 
the ecological requirements of 
hundreds of rare species so 
that conservation can be cost 
effective.” 

The report was funded by Natural 
England, the Environment Agency, 
the National Trust, Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough Biodiversity 
Partnership and the Norfolk 
Biodiversity Partnership, and 
supported by the RSPB and 
Lincolnshire Wildlife Trust.

PEOPLE who are in crisis and 
struggling to feed themselves 
are now being given a helping 
hand in Ely.

Similar to other foodbanks in the 
country, it will be run by an army of 
volunteers and will hand out food to 
local residents who are in need. 

People in need of the service will 
be referred through organisations 
such as the Citizens Advice Bureau, 
Homestart, Care Network schemes, 
local churches and housing 
associations. 

That way, it prevents ineligible 
people from using the service. 

Those behind the scheme say they 
are “astonished” with the support 
people and organisations have 
shown. 

Rev Karl Relton, chairman of the 
foodbank’s formation group, said: 
“We have received more than three 
tonnes of food which has wowed 
everyone involved. 

“Churches, schools, people and 
supermarkets have been really 
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generous and have really got behind 
the cause. We have been astonished. 

“Ely Foodbank is now well- 
equipped and we have had a 
tremendous number of volunteers 
commit their time and energy to 
helping out.” 

Organisers soon hope to extend 
those referrals through East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
medical centres and other 
appropriate agencies. 

Discussions about setting up the 
foodbank only started in April this 
year but thanks to the enthusiasm 
of around 70 volunteers and the 
support across the city, it is now up 
and running. 

Waitrose, Tesco and Sainsbury’s all 
donated vast quantities of food to 
the scheme, as have schools, 
churches, councils, local Rotary 
clubs, the police and organisations 
such as Sanctuary Housing and Job 
Centre Plus.

Cambridgeshire MP 
has confirmed he has 
signed the Stop 
Dangerous Drivers 
campaign, which was 
launched by North 
East Cambridgeshire 
MP Steve Barclay. 

The campaign at 
www.StopDangerous 
Drivers.com 
demands a review of 
the guidelines 
preventing judges 
from handing out 
tougher penalties and 
seeks the abolition of 
the more lenient 
offence of causing 
death by careless 
driving. 

Mr Paice said: 
“Victims’ families 
often feel let down by 
the justice system 
when a dangerous 
driver who kills a 
loved one receives a 
lenient sentence. 

“The maximum 
sentence of 14 years 
has never been used 
and only one in ten of 
those convicted went 
to prison for more 
than five years.”

Action threat 
to care home 


A CARE home in 
Soham has been 
issued a formal 
warning by a care 
watchdog. 

Fair Haven Care Home, 
in Station Road, is failing 
to meet the needs and 
care requirements of 
its residents, according 
to the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC). 

The CQC is urging staff 
to make improvements - 
or they could face further 
action. 

Inspectors visited the 
premises unannounced in 
September and found that 
a diabetic resident’s 
blood sugar levels were 
only being monitored and 
recorded three times a 
month instead of twice a 
week and referral forms 
for two residents to visit a 
dietician had not been

completed or returned, 
and that both of those 
residents had lost a 
significant amount of 
weight. 

Staff had also failed to 
update care plans for a 
resident who had been at 
medium level risk of 
malnutrition since April, 
and despite being told by 
a district nurse to re¬ 
position a resident who 
was at risk of pressure 
sores every two hours, it 
was not being carried out. 

Andrea Gordon, the 
CQC’s deputy director of 
operations, said: “This 
warning sends a clear 
message that Fair Haven 
Care Home needs to 
address this issue or face 
further consequences. 


“Our inspectors will 
return in the near future 
and if we find that the 
required progress is not 
made we won’t hesitate to 
use our legal powers to 
protect the people who 
use this service.” 

The care home provides 
accommodation for up to 
30 people who require 
nursing and personal 
care. 

A spokeswoman for 
Fair Haven Care Home 
said work had already 
commenced on 

improving standards, 
adding: “The home is 
currently working with 
the CQC and the local 
authority to address 
issues raised following a 
recent CQC inspection. 

“The home is 
committed to improving 
standards.”

Conditions lifted in 
boost for business 


A FURNITURE store in Ely 
has been given the green 
light to sell extra goods. 

Reeds Furniture and Bed 
Centre opened on Lancaster Way 
Business Park in 2008 after being 
granted planning permission by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

However, numerous conditions 
were imposed as part of the 
proposals being approved, 
including that the business had 
restricted retail use for five years 
from the date it opened. 

There were also certain 
conditions controlling the 
amount of floor space Reeds was 
able to use and the range of 
products it offered. 

But in September bosses at 
Reeds, which employs seven staff, 
applied for those conditions to be 
waived so that the business could 
continue to grow and more jobs 
could also be provided at the 
store. 

Despite being recommended 
to reject the application, the 
district council’s planning 
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committee unanimously 
approved it on November 7. 

Jim Carlisle, owner of the store, 
which also has an outlet in 
Downham Market, said: 
“Obviously we’re really pleased 
with the decision and we’d like 
to thank the committee for 
supporting us. 

“This decision will allow us to 
continue trading but more 
importantly to sell more products 
and to use more of our retail 
space for sales. 

“It will also provide more jobs 
for people and is a genuine boost 
for the local economy.” 

The committee’s decision 
means the store will be able to 
continue trading for another five 
years and that it will be able to 
sell from 90 per cent of its floor 
space instead of the current 50 
per cent. 

The business will also be able 


to expand the variety of goods 
that it sells, including furniture, 
soft furnishings, flooring, home 
wares, lighting and linens. 

Case officer Sue Finlayson was 
recommending refusal, insisting 
the application was contrary to 
policies which “seek to retain 
retail development in town 
centres or edge of city centre sites 
to enhance the vitality and 
viability of existing town centres”. 

But in a statement to the 
council, the firm’s agents said 
Reeds “provides shoppers in East 
Cambs with a viable alternative 
location for the purchase of bulky 
comparison household goods 
other than Cambridge or 
Newmarket”. 

They added: “The presence of 
such a store on the edge of Ely 
attracts visitors to the business 
park and then on into Ely city 
centre.” 

Mr Carlisle said he would now 
put a business plan together for 
the store, and that eventually the 
number of employees there could 
rise from seven to around 25.

Model club puts In 
plans for field use 


MODEL airplane enthusiasts 
have been using a field 
near Ely to fly their 
aircraft without permission. 

Members of the Fenland Model 
Club gather at a field at Witcham 
Hive, Hive Road, Witcham, to 
meet up and fly their craft, and 
have been doing so for some 
time. 

But the club failed to ask East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
for permission to do so. 

The council says it has been in 
“amicable discussions” with the 
club to “help them regulate their 
activities”. 

The club has now applied for 
formal planning permission to 
use the field as a flying site. 

In a statement to the council, 
the club said their flying activities 
do not have any effect on anyone 
or the environment.

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They said: “The site has been 
selected in order to minimise any 
effect on the local community 
and thus there is a very limited 
social context to the 
development. 

“The site is a grass field which 
is used for its hay crop each year. 
It is in the region of six acres, 
approximately two acres of which 
are cut short by the club to form a 
landing strip. 

“The flying will not affect the 
use of the land in any way, with 
haymaking continuing. 

“Other users of the 
countryside, such as walkers or 
riders, regularly pass the site and 
many stop to either watch the 
activity or come and talk to club 


members. 

“It is considered that the 
proposed activity would not have 
a significant adverse impact on 
the countryside.” 

The field is access via a track 
and club members park their 
vehicles on the field. 

The proposed use of the field is 
from 10am to dusk Monday to 
Saturday and from llam-6pm on 
Sundays and Bank Holidays. 

A spokesman for the district 
council confirmed the planning 
application had been submitted. 

He said: “We have been in 
amicable discussions with 
Fenland Model Club to help them 
regulate their activities. 

“The club has now submitted a 
planning application which is 
being considered.”

Pies and goodwill 


IT may only be November, 
but there's always time to 
squeeze in an early mince 
pie. 

There are a hundred different 
ways to make the quintessential 
Christmas snack, but here is a 
child-friendly recipe with room to 
be a bit slapdash. Just make sure 
they don’t burn their mouths on 
the finished product! 

Ingredients: 

lOOg golden caster sugar 
280g mincemeat 
225g cold butter 
350g plain flour 
1 small egg 
icing sugar to dust 

Method: 

1 Dice the butter, before rubbing 
carefully it into the flour to make 
a paste. Add the sugar and a 
pinch of salt, before forming the 
pastry into a ball. Don’t add any 
liquid, but briefly knead the ball. 
It should be fairly firm, like 
shortbread dough, and you can 
either use it immediately or chill 
for later. 



2 Preheat the oven to 200C/gas 
6/fan 180C. Line 18 holes of two 
12-hole muffin tins, by pressing 
walnut-sized balls of pastry into 
each hole. Spoon the mincemeat 
into the pies. 

3 Take slightly smaller balls of 
pastry than before and pat them 
out between your hands to make 
round lids, big enough to cover 
the pies. Alternatively, roll them 
out with a rolling pin and cut the 


small circle with a pastry cutter. 

4 Top the pies with their lids, 
pressing the edges gently 
together to seal - you don't need 
to seal them with milk or egg as 
they will stick on their own. (The 
pies may now be frozen for up to 
1 month). 

5 Brush the tops of the pies with 
the beaten egg. Bake for 20 
minutes until golden. Leave to 
cool in the tin for five minutes, 
then remove to a wire rack. To 
serve, lightly dust with icing 
sugar. They will keep for three to 
four days in an airtight container. 

Mince pie facts 

■ They were originally made from 
meat, with spices to preserve it 
for longer 

■ The treats were banned under 
the rule of Oliver Cromwell 

■ 'Mince pie’ is Cockney rhyming 
slang for 'eye’ 

■ The first mince pie is believed 
to have been served to King 
Henry V in 1413 

■ There’s a superstition that 
mincemeat should be stirred in a 
clockwise direction to avoid bad 
luck in the new year.

One tree confirmed 
to have ash disease 


DEADLY ash dieback 
disease has been 
confirmed in Cambridge¬ 
shire - including one case 
in Ely. 

The disease, caused by a fungus 
called Chalara fraxinea, has killed 
hundreds of thousands of ash 
trees on the continent. 

The Forestry Commission is 
urging nurseries and garden 
centres to be on full alert. 

It is not known whether the 
affected trees in Cambridgeshire 
have been grown in the UK or 
imported. 

The Department of Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) cannot confirm where 
exactly in Ely the affected trees 
are. Sites in Cambridge and 
Newmarket are also affected. 

A spokeswoman for Defra said: 
“We discovered them because the 
trees involved have come from a 
nursery or nurseries where 
infected trees are known to have

been stocked. The trees will be 
pulled up and destroyed.” 

Many new trees are being 
planted as landscaping for new 
housing, and it is suspected this 
could have caused the outbreak. 

Robin Pellew, chairman of 
environmental organisation 
Cambridge Past Present & Future, 
said: “I would guess that any 
infection found in urban areas 
would come from young trees 
supplied by nurseries, so they can 
hopefully be traced back. 

“The worry is about the impact 
on open countryside, and I think 
it is going to be very difficult to 
control the spread through 
sanitation - and also increasingly 
difficult to spot the disease now 
that the leaves are falling.” 

■ How to spot the disease: 

The disease is believed to be 


spread by airborne spores, rain 
splashes, or by insects, as well as 
the movement of logs or unsawn 
wood from infected trees. 

The signs of infection are 
visible on leaves, shoots and 
branches. 

Leaves suffer from wilting and 
discoloration, turning brown and 
black. Shoots and twigs gradually 
die, starting at the tips. 

Branches suffer from small, 
lens-shaped lesions or spots, 
which appear on the bark. 
Underneath the bark, the wood 
has a brownish to grey 
discoloration. 

On badly affected trees, the 
crown can wither and die. 

If you spot an ash tree you think 
is infected, contact the Forest 
Research Disease Diagnostic 
Advisory Service on (01420) 
23000, or email ddas.ah@forestry.

As he swaps Hollywood for 
Cambridge to star in David 
Hare’s The Judas Kiss , stage 
and screen favourite Rupert 
Everett tells JENNIFER 
SHELTON why Oscar Wilde’s 
‘crucifixion’ was a turning 
point for gay men. 


S ILVER-TONGUED silver 
screen actor Rupert Everett 
is feeling less than his usual 
charming self: instead of donning 
a hat and tails for his latest play or 
provoking the public with a 
mischievous comment, he is ill in 
bed with a cold. 

“I’m on my deathbed” he laments down 
the line. “I hope I make it to Cambridge.” 

His feigned (well, a bit) melodrama 
carries him for the first few questions, 
giving us each a few chuckles, and I 
congratulate him on his Evening Standard 
nomination for Best Actor, which he’s just 
received for his role as Oscar Wilde in 
The Judas Kiss. 

“We’ve been on tour now for three 
weeks and it’s going really well. The play, 
written by David Hare ( The Hours, The 
Reader) who’s a fabulous writer, is in two 
acts and the first takes place in a hotel 
room in London. It’s where he loses his 
first court case and he’s about to be 
arrested and tried and convicted for gross 
indecency. None of his friends understand 
why he doesn’t leave the country while he 
has the chance. So it’s David Hare’s 
imaginings of what might have taken 
place in that room. 

“The second act takes place in Naples 
with his monster boyfriend Alfred 
Douglas: it’s the night they split up 
forever. It’s another one of those things 
people are baffled by, really. Why, when 
he finally got out of prison, did he go 


back to the person who brought him down 
in the first place?” 

What do you think are the answers? 

“I think the reason he didn’t run away 
was because he thought ‘why should I?’ 
Running away would have been less 
noble. Also he felt that he needed to face 
it. I think he wouldn’t be the person he 
became had he not been imprisoned. He 
had a Christ fixation in a way, and I see 
him as a Christ figure: his tragicity and 
crucifixion were Christ-like. 
Homosexuality really began to be talked 
about after that. 

“Wilde was one of the great 
punctuation points between the 19th and 


the 20th century. Everything changed: 
Queen Victoria died the same year as he 
did, as did the Victorian era. 

“It makes you feel lucky to live in the 
world that we have now, and give thanks 
to all the trailblazers that carved the route. 
We have a very easy time in a way now. It 
used to be that you’d have to do two years’ 
hard labour for being gay, which makes 
you think, ‘My God, things have really 
moved on’. But on the other hand, in some 
parts of the world the same thing does still 
happen.” 

What would you have done, given the 
choices he had? 

“I would’ve run away.” 


The Judas Kiss opened at the 
Hampstead Theatre this summer, and four 
and five-star reviews have been rolling in 
ever since. 

“David’s imagining of these particular 
episodes from Wilde’s life is absolutely 
beautiful,” says Everett. “It’s perfectly 
written and really creates the forcefield of 
Wilde. It’s very funny and moving and if 
you are a Wilde fan, as I am, this snapshot 
is brilliant. It’s melodramatic and it’s 
tragic.” 

Everett, of course, is no stranger to 
Wilde, having played Wildean dandies in 
big-screen adaptations of An Ideal 
Husband, with Minnie Driver and Cate 


Blanchett, and The Importance of Being 
Earnest, alongside Colin Firth, in 1999 
and 2002. He’s also got his own film 
about the writer in the pipeline. 

“I’m a great fan of his - I’ve done lots 
of his work. I’ve done The Importance of 
Being Ernest in French. I’ve had great 
luck on screen too, and have now 
developed my own film about the last two 
years of his life. So I came to the part 
with a lot of cards in my hand; I know 
how to speak the text and I feel I really 
know him.” 

But it seems the Lems ip’s wearing off 
as I continue, asking whether he feels 
there are parallels between Wilde and 
himself: 

“No. Wilde’s Wilde, I’m me. People 
only exist in the moment they exist.” 

What are you finding most enjoyable, 
or most challenging, about the play? 

“That’s not an easy question. It’s a great 
role, and that’s what an actor needs.” 

Before I leave him to his sickbed, I 
swing back briefly to The Judas Kiss. 
What does he admire so much about 
Wilde as a man and a writer, and what 
does he think audiences will love about 
the play? 

“Oscar Wilde is one of my big heroes, I 
really empathise with him as a gay actor. 
He was like a rock star - he was so 
famous and so loved and then so hated 
and reviled. He shows you just how 
complicated showbusiness is. 

“What I really love is Oscar Wilde the 
character, because we can all relate to 
him. All of us have the side of us which is 
quite wise and intelligent, and then 
another half which throws us over the 
edge like lemmings and he does it in a 
very dramatic way. 

“He’s so brilliant, and yet can also be 
an idiot.”

some of the world’s best known carols. 
Who could resist getting into the 
festive spirit while singing along to 
Hark, the Herald Angels Sing? 

And Christmas wouldn’t be 
Christmas without a peppering of 
Charles Dickens, and the reading from 
Mrs Cratchit’s Christmas is brimful 
with the sort of quick wit and deft 
characterisation on which Dickens 
made his reputation. In this piece, 
Scrooge, accompanied by the Ghost of 
Christmas Present, visits the home of 
his clerk, Bob Cratchit, to observe the 
Cratchits’ simple Christmas 
celebration. 

From nativity plays at school, many 
of us have strong memories of the 
timeless carol Away in a Manger and, 
in contrast to the earlier reading from 
Mrs Cratchit s Christmas, the next 
reading is from one of the most poised, 
elegant and resonant poems in the 


English language. 

Anyone who has ever heard T.S. 
Eliot’s Journey of the Magi being read 
out loud will be in no doubt about the 
poem’s emotional impact. From its 
poignant opening line: “A cold coming 
we had of it” through to its mysterious 
ending, it is a poem that will linger in 
the memory long after the tinsel has 
been taken down. 

Music follows in the shape of 
Jonathan Dove’s devotional The Three 
Kings, a justly renowned work which 
was originally commissioned by King’s 
College Cambridge. 

Everyone knows the Twelve days of 
Christmas, but not as rewritten by John 
Julius Norwich in this delightful 
correspondence, which records the 
daily thank-you letters from one 
increasingly bemused young lady to 
her unseen admirer: “My dearest 


darling - that partridge, in that lovely 
little pear tree! What an enchanting, 
romantic, poetic present! Bless you and 
thank you. Your deeply loving Emily”. 

The prolific composer John Rutter 
formed his own choir, The Cambridge 
Singers, to perform many of his pieces. 
One of his most celebrated works is 
The Twelve Days of Christmas, a 
devotional counterbalance to Julius 
Norwich’s whimsical version and here 
performed with gusto by the Holst 
Singers. 

The evening concludes with a 
rendition of O Come All Ye Faithful.

THE concluding chapter of the outlandish 
fang-tasy series based on Stephenie 
Meyer’s best-selling books delivers a 
master class in constructing CGI mountains 
out of molehills. 

Scriptwriter Melissa Rosenberg manages 
to expand 30 minutes of plot into two hours 
of anticipation and dread. 

Part 2 begins with Bella (Kristen Stewart) 
re-awakening as a vampire. Opening scenes 
visualise her heightened senses - the sound 
of a spider spinning its web, the music of a 
passing breeze, a trickle of a bead of water 
down a glass. 

She sees and hears everything, 
contentedly falling back into the arms of 
lover Edward (Robert Pattinson). Soon after, 
best friend Jacob (Taylor Lautner) arrives 
and is taken aback by Bella’s rejuvenation. 

Jacob confesses to Bella that he has 



imprinted on their half-mortal, half-vampire 
offspring, Renesmee (Mackenzie Foy). Once 
the young mother recovers from the shock 
and accepts Jacob as her daughter’s 
protector, Bella and Edward settle into 
domestic bliss with the rest of the Cullen 
clan - Dr Carlisle (Peter Facinelli), Esme 
(Elizabeth Reaser), Alice (Ashley Greene), 
Rosalie (Nikki Reed), Emmett (Kellan Lutz) 
and Jasper (Jackson Rathbone). 

Alas, their joy is shortlived when 
Edward’s cousin Irina (Maggie Grace) 


mistakenly identifies Renesmee as an 
immortal child - an abomination under 
ancient vampire law. 

She reports her fears to the Volturi, the 
vampire counsel led by Aro (Michael 
Sheen), Caius (Jamie Campbell Bower) and 
Marcus (Christopher Heyerdahl), and they 
marshal an army including sibling guards 
Jane (Dakota Fanning) and Alec (Cameron 
Bright) and enforcers Demetri (Charlie 
Bewley) and Felix (Daniel Cudmore). 

A climactic battle royale between the 


diabolical Volturi and the Cullens is certainly 
spectacular and director Bill Condon, who 
also helmed Part 1, orchestrates this special 
effects-heavy mayhem with verve. 

Airborne vampires and snarling 
werewolves tumble acrobatically across the 
screen while locked in mortal combat, their 
desperate struggles ended with a snap of a 
neck or crude decapitation. 

But before all of the slavering jaws and 
severed limbs, the fifth instalment in the 
series doesn’t justify the decision by film¬ 
makers to cleave Meyer’s final book in two 
a la Harry Potter. 

Substance is woefully lacking and there 
are only so many slow-motion smooches 
that can paper over the cracks before the 
most ardent members of Team Edward and 
Team Jacob will start to look nervously at 
their watches. 

Stewart and Pattinson stare dreamily into 
each other’s eyes to an angst-heavy 
soundtrack of Green Day, Ellie Goulding, 
Christina Perri and Feist, and make gushing 
declarations.

Alan 


H IS old back garden at 
Barleywood was shared 
with millions of viewers 
every week when he was the 
frontman on BBC Gardeners ’ 
World - but it’s taken 10 years 
for Alan Titchmarsh to finally 
reveal his current garden to 
fans. 

A decade after moving a stone’s 
throw from Barleywood to his current 
Hampshire home, a large Georgian 
farmhouse set in four acres, he finally 
feels ready to let the public see how he 
has transformed the garden, through the 
pages of his new book, My Secret 
Garden. 

“It’s difficult when you’ve done a 
garden like this to keep it to yourself,” 
Titchmarsh reflects. 

“I didn’t want to open it up and have 
the pressure of folk coming in but 
people kept saying, ‘do you bother with 
your garden now it’s not on the telly?’ 
Well, this is proof that I do.” 

Years of hard labour have gone into 
achieving his private paradise, which 
features a mass of decorative borders, a 
wildflower meadow, a hornbeam avenue 
and a wildlife pond, and these days he 
just has two people to help him. 

Between them, they also maintain the 
35 acres of meadow and woodland 
which Titchmarsh retained after selling 
Barleywood, which he turned into a 
nature reserve. 

“I’ll never let the TV cameras into 
my private garden,” he says now.

“I would never go to Alison (his 
wife) and say, Took, can we just do one 
programme?’ because we made the 
decision not to. I’m blissfully happy 
being there on my own with the family.” 

It’s amazing that he can fit any 
gardening into his hectic work schedule 
of TV presenting and writing. 

“I have to,” he shrugs. 

“If I don’t go out there and potter 
several times a week, I get ratty. There’s 
quite a bit of mowing to do but I like 
the therapy of mowing. 

“When I grew up my mum and dad 
had a tiny back garden up in Yorkshire 
and then when I first got married and 
lived in Berkshire we had a 15ft by 40ft 
strip behind the house. So I know how 
lucky I am in having more space.” 

Titchmarsh describes himself as a 
gardener who designs a bit, rather than 
a garden designer. 

“I trained in a parks department and 
the legacy of that is a liking for striped 
lawns and trimmed edges. I do have a 
bit of an obsession with neatness, if I’m 
honest, and that manifests itself in my 
preference for balance and symmetry, 
but within the order I enjoy a degree of 


chaos too. I think my garden does 
betray a few delusions of grandeur -1 
like urns and finials and other classical 
touches - but I hope the resulting style 
is elegant rather than pretentious.” 

The book features different parts of 
his garden through the different seasons 
- from silky white snowdrops, bold 
yellow daffodils, hellebores and 
majestic tulips in spring, to glorious 
summer plantings fringing neatly 
striped lawn areas, swathes of wisteria 
around the house, the formal south 
terrace with its structured topiary, yew 
lollipops peppered with Allium ‘Purple 
Sensation’, and the garden statues 
which create interest and surprise 
throughout the year. 

“I love May when everything’s come 
out. The leaves are all fresh, unsullied 
and unbattered by wind and the first of 
the blossom's coming out.” 

He says that ‘almost weekly’ he 
thinks of cutting down on his TV 
commitments. 

“It may well happen over the next 
two or three years. I’ve been on telly an 
awful lot. I very much enjoy being at 
home and the reason I don’t do big 
travelogue series where I go away for 
two or three months is because I 
couldn’t bear to leave the plot. 

“Sitting in my garden, looking out, it 
reassures me that in the great scheme of 
things, life goes on, the seasons are all 
powerful and we, in a way, are governed 
by nature and we should respect it and 
work with it.”

On track - 
electric switch 


A FIRM has developed the 
ability to build dynamic 
charging roads to power 
electric cars without the 
need for the expensive 
and weighty battery 
devices that have been 
slowing down electric car 
sales to date, writes Mike 
Scialom. 

Cambridge Science Park- 
based Ampium is currently in 
the process of bidding for 
millions of pounds of EU 
finance which will give the firm’s 
revolutionary roads blueprint 
the go-ahead. 

“Right from the outset we 
wanted to design a system that 
didn’t need a battery” explains 
Ampium’s ceo and director 
Andrew Howe. “We’re looking to 
power cars with electricity taken 
from the road.” 

In 2011 Ampium developed 
its system of induction, whereby 
20kW of power - “enough to 
enable a car to cruise at 60- 
70mph” - is transferred “across a 
reasonable gap”. 

“We made the prototype road 
coil using a Toyota Prius in the 



Ground force: on-road wiring is 
simple to introduce, as shown 
outside Ampium’s Science Park 
premises. 

Science Park,” adds Howe. 

“There are already wires in 
the road for presence 
detection,” Howe adds of the 
huge infrastructure required to 
implement dynamic charging in 
the UK, “for instance near traffic 
lights, and contractors are 
already doing this (putting wires 
into tarmac).” 

Howe believes that future car 
designs for vehicle operating 
using dynamic charging will be 
similar to the Nissan Leaf. The 
business model would be 


“based on selling energy” rather 
than selling cars. Howe 
estimates that if all the UK’s cars 
were converted to dynamic 
charging “it would add 50 per 
cent to the UK’s total electricity 
energy consumption”. 

Howe adds that the develop¬ 
ment comes just as the electric 
car era is stalling, with Toyota 
cutting production of its iQ 
plug-in to just 100 units, and “a 
company that may be called Fiat 
will soon declare a general 
interest in dynamic charging”. 
But the key is the EU’s seventh 
framework funding, FP7, which 
is encouraging the development 
of future transport policies. 

“What’s happening in Europe 
with these technologies is being 
taken very seriously,” concludes 
Howe. “We still remain self- 
funded, and taking us to the 
market will require a certain 
amount of money. Bus routes 
are likely to be the first port of 
call.” 

A spokesperson for Fiat said: 
“We do not discuss future plans 
or products and therefore have 
no comment to make at this 
time.”
